DISTINGUISHED American educator once said 

that almost anyone can become educated; but, he 

added, yg ty few stay educated. Applying 
this truism to the Marine Corps we find that in our sys- 
tem of education, the drills and instruction of the Marine 
recruits at Parris Island and San Diego is thorough and 
efficient and that in the more advanced work, particularly 
Fleet Marine Force, the Marine 
becomes a definitely well trained mili- 
tary-naval combat soldier. But it is 
submitted that in order that he may re- 
tain what he has learned and applied, 
the opportunity must be continuously 
ifforded to him to keep abreast of his 
profession irrespective of to what post 


in the 


or duty he may be subsequently as- 
signed. He must stay a trained man. 

The retention of small units of Ma- 
rines at the various naval bases and 
vards is a recognized necessity, but the 
almost complete absence of training fa- 
cilities and terrain suitable for the prac- 
tical application of theoretical instrue- 
tion renders it impossible for the aver- 
age Marine to retain a working knowl- 
elge of his job. He may develop a 
thorough f guard duty, street 
parading and barracks routine: in 
final analysis his duties are in the 
main semi-military and he is of doubtful value for combat

Unless a man is so trained that he subconsciously fune- 
tions in the teamwork essential in the conduct of fire and 
is basically sound in the principles of the art of war he 
is, save for the discipline which may have been inculeated 
upon him, of but little more value than the average un- 
trained civilian. 

Various leaders in the Marine Corps have recognized

the serious defects in our system of training or rather the 
absence of a system insofar as our small units are con- 
cerned and have endeavored to find a workable substitute 
for field training practicable for use in the congested 
areas where most of our units are situated, but without 
notable success. For example in San Diego, this writer 
supervised the construction of a one-thousand-ineh land- 
scape range under the direction of the 
Commanding General. This range af- 
forded an opportunity for the practical 
development of squad and platoon com- 
manders in the issuance of combat or- 
ders and in the command of fire units 
since there was no. suitable terrain 
where exercises in musketry and ecom- 
bat firing with supporting machine gun 
fire can be carried out. Subsequent to 
the preliminary work on the landseape 
range, the 2nd Battalion of the 6th Ma- 
rines had the opportunity for combat 
firing exercises on the terrain near 
Camp Kearney. The signal suecess this 
unit attained in these exercises demon- 
strated the importance of practical pre- 
liminary instruction and training. How- 
ever, the Marine Base at San Diego is 
far better situated for training than 
majority of Marine Posts. The use 
of a landseape range is highly impracti- 
cable in a Navy Yard, and other substitutes have been 
developed by various commanding 

Of all these. the system instituted by Colonel Robert L. 
Denig at the Portsmouth Naval Prison impresses one as 
the best solution to our training problem; and it is be- 
lieved that if Colonel Denig’s plan were employed through- 
out the Corps a vast improvement would demonstrate it- 
self in our fitness and preparedness for useful participa-

NEW TELEVISION SYSTEM 


Capt. Oliver T. Francis, USMC, has re 
cently been issued a patent for a new type 
of television system which is said to give 
more intensity of illumination than exist 
ing types. 

\ graduate of the Army Motor Trans 
port School, Army Signal School, Army 
Chemical Warfare Sehool and the Univer 
sity of Minnesota, Captain Francis has ex 
perimented in television, radio, photo-elee 
tricity and like fields for the past deeade. 
Ile has patented eight other inventions in 
recent years. 

Describing the new television system, the 
Quantico Sentry states: ‘*The patent util 
izes an ineandescent screen instead of the 
usual type of floureseent screen, thereby giv 
ing increased intensity of illumination. The 
new type reflects light in greater magnitude 
so that pictures may be seen in undarkened 
rooms and with greater clearness. 

‘*The patent goes into rather basic theory 
in that it utilizes Einstein’s photo-electrie 
equation to explain the ecleetronie reactions 
n the formation of the image. This equa 
tion, proposed by Einstein in 1905, is per 
haps Einstein’s greatest contribution § to 
modern science, in that if explains the na 
ture of the reaction between light and mat 
ter. It is the relation between the ‘ Edison 
effect’ of ISS3 and the ‘ DeForest space 
charge effect’ of 1907, the greatest diseov 


eries of Thomas Edison and Lee DeForest.’’

the house and the exits from it. Of course, 
it is best to surround a house under cover 
of darkness and await daybreak, but this 
could not be done by our patrol in this 
There are various methods of attacking 
uerrillas in houses but the principal fea 
res of al! are nearly alike. All require 
that the building either be surrounded by 
men or by fire of weapons. At this point, 
it is well to remember that if it is im 
possible to place men on all four sides of 
a house, the patrol’s automatie weapons 


can be used to eover by fire, at least two 


sides of a_ building Next to automatie 
weapons the hand grenade is probably the 
most useful in thes operations, closely 


followed by the bayonet. 
Historical Solution
